Champy rezone defeated 


Opponents vow to pursue conservation options

Voters at Special Town Meeting Monday 
night narrowly defeated the petition to 
rezone the Rose Champy land off Haverhill 
Street, sending Ms. Champy and potential 
developers back to the drawing board for the 
second time in seven months. 

But it also put opponents to the rezoning 
issue on the spot to come up with a plan for 
purchasing the land for conservation pur- 
poses in time for April Annual Town Meet- 
ing. Several voters spoke against rezoning, 
advocating to have a land trust facilitate the 
purchase of the property for conservation 


and recreation purposes, and asking to have 
until April to bring a plan for such an acqui- 
sition back to town meeting. 

“From our point of view, we don’t want to 
lose any time in setting up that meeting 
between the town government and the land 
trust. I'll be contacting the town manager to 
try and set up that meeting,” Brendan 
Dugan, of 12 Stirling St., said Tuesday morn- 
ing. He is spokesman for Andover Residents 
for Conservation, a group seeking a compati- 
ble use for the Champy property. 

“Our goal is to come to a conclusion

7,000-8,000 expected for

Backtracking: 


How Bob Mcintyre 
finally got a track facility

en Roxbury Communi- 
ty College’s Reggie 
Lewis Track and Athlet- 
ic Center officially opened earli- 
er this month, there were smiles 
both in Boston and in Andover. 
That’s because, although the 
building bears the name of for- 
mer community activist and 
Celtic forward Reggie Lewis, it’s 
a testament to the work and 
determination of Andover resi- 
dent Bob McIntyre. 


You see, Mr. McIntyre began 
laying the groundwork for this 
facility before the Celtic great 
was even born. 

In the late ’50s Mr. McIntyre 
and eight other supporters of 
high school track got together, 
hoping to build an indoor track 
facility that high school students 
from around the state could use 
for winter meets. This year, Mr. 
McIntyre, of Carisbrooke Street, 
the last of the nine still heavily

19. The tree was strung with 
30,000 multi-colored lights and 
750 bows and balls and has eight 
miles of electrical cable. Giant 
illuminated presents, an 11-foot 
sleigh, a 24-foot wreath and more 
than 100 smaller wreaths deco- 
rate the brightly lit complex, 
which will contain more than 
58,000 lights. 

Santa’s Village displays wood- 
en works of art carved by chain- 
saw from the 1994 Brickstone 
tree. Hal MacIntosh, chainsaw 
carver from New York’s Catskill 
Mountains, worked at recycling 
last year’s tree into sculpted 
snowpeople, elves, trees and gift 
boxes through today, Wednes- 
day, Nov. 22. 

Following the holiday celebra- 
tion and lighting of the tree, Mr. 
Donohoe and his crew will oper- 
ate Santa’s Village and the Rein- 
deer Carousel every weekend 
until Christmas. Evergreen 
wreaths and Christmas trees 
will be sold. All proceeds go to 
St. Ann’s Home.

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Firetruck’s returning

For most Andover kids, the highlight of 
Sunday’s Firefighters Santa Parade will be 
seeing Mr. Claus himself, But for the adult 
children of the late Tunney Deyermond, the 
day will be made if they can just get their 
new vehicle started. 

A few weeks ago, brothers Jim and Rich 
Deyermond, of Andover and Methuen, pur- 
chased one of Andover’s old fire engines, 
which was bought for $25,000 by the town in 
1962 and retired in the 1980s. They hoped to 
have old Engine 1 ready to run in the Santa 
parade partly to honor their father, long- 
time Andover firefighter James “Tunney” 
Deyermond, who rode this truck to fires. 

But Saturday, their plan hit a snag. Rich 
said he couldn’t get the truck to travel the 
few miles to his brother’s house on Andover 
Street. 

Ironically, firefighters who served on the 
engine remember it as a highly dependable 
vehicle. Since it was retired by the town, the 
truck has also won car-show awards for 
“longest distance traveled to New York.” 

“We just had a little trouble getting it to 
Andover,” said Rich Deyermond. 

Although it appears the problem was a 
jammed starter, the Deyermonds won't 
know if the truck will appear in the parade 
until mid-week. 

What they do know is, regardless of what 
happens with the Santa parade, they plan to 
completely restore the truck to its original 
shine so it can participate in next year’s 
350th town-anniversary celebrations.

As Jim Jr. tells the story, the elder James 
Deyermond received the nickname Tunney 
at a very young age. After meeting well- 
known boxer Gene Tunney at a Phillips 
Academy event, young James couldn’t stop 
himself from telling people about the intro- 
duction. After a few weeks of non-stop Tun- 
ney-talk, his school friends dubbed him 
“Tunney.” 

Like his favorite fighter, who was also 
born “James,” the young Deyermond was 
rarely called by his given name after that. 

When Tunney Deyermond died two years 
ago, his family began going through old pho- 
tos to make a collage. One of the photos was 
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The photo that started it all: Tunney Deyermond with five- 
year old Rich Deyermond in 1964. 


of Tunney with his 5-year-old 
son, Rich, standing on the step of 
a Mack firetruck, Engine 1. 
When Rich and his older 
brother, John, independently 
came across the truck in New 
Hampshire a year ago, the fami- 
ly decided to try to buy the fire 


engine and restore it. 

Rich remembers when he first 
saw the engine. 

“T was kind of cursing the guy 
in front of me for slowing me 
down. I looked over and saw the 
truck and said, ‘That looks famil- 
iar.’ I pulled into the driveway.”

It took him about nine months to talk the 
current owner into selling the Deyermonds 
the truck for $1,000. What finally made the 
man sell old Engine 1? It might have been an 
ultimatum to sell the truck that week or the 
Deyermonds would buy another engine. It 
might have been the picture they sent of 5- 
year-old Rich with his father in the station. 
Or it might have been the constant badger- 
ing. 
“Pm not sure. I spent about nine months 
dealing with the guy,” said Rich. “I just kept 
dealing with him. Every couple of weeks I'd 
give him a holler and say ‘Hey, how’s the 
truck doing?” 

“1 think he just wore the guy down,” said 
Jim. “And I think the gentleman had plans 
of restoring it himself but as time went on he 
realized he wasn’t going to get to it.” 

Now that the Deyermonds own the 
engine, its restoration has become a family 
affair. 

Ed Deyermond, a volunteer firefighter in 
New York and one of the four Deyermond 
brothers, has said he wants to be involved in 
the restoration, as has the oldest of the four 
brothers, John. 

But Jim said John, an Army colonel and 
firetruck buff, is stationed in Germany. 
Because he’s involved with the Bosnian situ-

goat,” said Jim. 

“Tt was something they wanted to do 
and once they spotted this truck it got 
them going again,” said Gerry Deyer- 
mond, Jim’s wife. “The four brothers 
are all pretty close and they wanted it 
to be a family project.” 

The Deyermonds have rented a 
Lawrence warehouse where they plan 
to do their restoration work. Engine 1 
was Andover’s first completely 
enclosed-cab truck, could pump 1,000 
gallons, and had one of the last gaso- 
line-run engines.

There’s a 
lot of rust on it, but the engine and the 
pump are in pretty good shape,” said 
Jim. 

Walter Potvin, retired Lovejoy Road 
firefighter, remembers riding the vehi- 
cle to a major fire at the Oxford Paper 
Co, in Lawrence. 

“TI know we pumped just about all 
night out of the canal. I remember 
going to Lowell. I think there were 
three different mill fires in Lowell, two 
of them on New Year’s Eve,” he said. 
“That was one of the better trucks we

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ever had. It just seemed it went forev- 
er. It rarely broke down.” 

And the truck may bring back pleas- 
ant memories for the Deyermond fami- 
ly. According to William “Buffy” Mor- 
ris, a Ballardvale Station firefighter, 
the Deyermonds spent a lot of time 
around the station with their father. 

“Jim’s father, when I first come on, 
was my mentor and my nemesis. I was 
just a rookie from out of town and he 
took me under his wing, or under his 
foot, I wasn’t sure which,” said Mr. 
Morris. “There wasn’t a better fireman 
ever. 

“He was always willing to help the 
new guy and protect him.” 

Mr. Morris said that during one of 
his first fires, he was in a Shawsheen 
building breaking windows to let out 
smoke. Although he wasn’t in immedi- 
ate danger, he suddenly noticed he 
could no longer see through the smoke

Mr. Govoni 
grabbed the wheel as 
he went over the 
side, causing the 
boat to circle. The 
propeller then hit his 
legs, gashing both of 
them.

Whaler, Desperado, 
that night when they 
shut off the engine 
and heard the whine 
of another motor rac- 
ing.

AHS finally taking advantage of Tech programs 


By Don Staruk 

In just its second year, a program 
that allows Andover High School stu- 
dents to take industrial arts courses 
part time at Greater Lawrence Techni- 
cal School, located at 57 River Road in 
Andover, seems to be catching on. 

Just three students took part in the 
program last year and only two com- 
pleted it. This year, 13 students started 
the program, mostly freshmen. Of the 
18, one transferred and became full 
time at the Tech School. And two 
dropped out. Of the 10 remaining, 
another is considering transferring. 

“They stay right in the shop they’re 
assigned to,” said Don Lyons, vocation- 
al coordinator at the Tech School. 
“Then they go back to Andover for 
their academic subjects.” 

The students are bused from 
Andover High to the Tech School at 8 
a.m. each morning for two class peri- 
ods, returning by bus to AHS at 10:30 
a.m. 

The 10 AHS students remaining in 
the program this year include eight 
boys and two girls. They are taking a 
variety of programs, including automo- 
tive mechanics, auto body repair and 
culinary arts. 

Ken Pellerin, a business teacher at 
Andover High, coordinates the pro- 
gram for AHS, while Kathy Scanlon, a 
counselor at Greater Lawrence, works 
with Mr. Lyons on the program at 
GLTS: 

Ellen Parker, interim principal at 
the High School, said Andover elimi- 
nated its industrial arts programs sev- 
eral years ago, and finally found a way 
to take advantage of the resources the 
Tech School has to offer. She lauded 
both Mr. Pellerin and the Tech School 
staff for helping work through the 
problems with getting this program off 
the ground and keeping it afloat. 

“Ken Pellerin has been magnificent 
in coordinating this. He’s really taken 
a keen interest in making this success- 
ful for the kids,” Ms. Parker said this 
week. “It’s really a win for both 
schools.” 

The Tech School administration has 
been very accommodating regarding 
transportation and scheduling, she 
said. 

“We hope to continue it if not 
expand it,” Ms. Parker said of the pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Lyons said he also hoped to 
expand the program. 

So far, the program has also been a 
good deal financially for Andover. 

“Actually, right now we haven’t 
been charging Andover for it,” Mr. 
Lyons said. 

In the future, if the numbers of par- 
ticipants go up, the Tech School will 
have to assess a fee to the town, he 
said. 

Participants in the part-time pro- 
gram will receive a certificate of study 
at the end of the year. Full-time tech 
students receive both a high school 
diploma and a vocational certificate in 
the technical area they complete. They 
also take part in a co-op program. 

Andover High students who had

A state education official will try 
today, Wednesday, to establish a peaceful 
agreement in the turf battle between the 
School Committee and the School Build- 
ing Committee regarding who can make 
educational cuts to the Andover High 
School construction project. 

Because it may need another $1 mil- 
lion to complete the Andover High pro- 
ject, the building committee has consid- 
ered paring the technology program and 
cutting out curtains that divide the gym- 
nasium into separate educational spaces. 
After hearing this, School Committee 
members threw up a red flag, saying the 
building committee doesn’t have the 
jurisdictional right to make cuts that 
affect the education plan approved by the 
School Committee and by the state. The 
School Committee then asked James 
Anderson, of the state Department of 
Education and the man who originally 
approved the plans for 60 percent state 
reimbursement, to come to Andover to 
deal with this issue. 

The chairpeople of the two commit- 
tees, the superintendent of schools and 


the Northeastern plan was back on the 
scrap heap. But the Weld administra- 
tion and other state pols came up with 
the idea to use the so-called southwest 
corridor of the city that had been torn 
down years before when the state 
thought it would expand the highway 
system in that direction. 

So the center was finally built at 
Roxbury Community College for 
around $17 million. According to Mr. 
McIntyre it gives Boston city schools a 
place to practice, serves as a communi- 
ty fitness center, and — at last — pro- 
vides high school students with anoth- 
er place for state-wide track meets. 

He said there are only four other 
tracks like it in the United States. 

The groundbreaking took place in 
October of 1993 and the building was 
named after recently-departed Reggie 
Lewis. 

“It was kind of a cloudy, cool day, 
but it was a very satisfying day. They 
even gave me a shovel to play with. I 
think I turned over three shovelfuls 
just to make sure it kept going,” said 
Mr. Mcintyre. 

After decades of failed attempts and 
false starts, no one could blame him for 
being a little skeptical. After all, he had 
told people for years that he wouldn’t 
really believe it until someone put a 
key to the front door in his hand.

The proposal to rezone the 54 acres 
of Champy property in Andover from 
Industrial D to Single Residence B 
Monday night was similar to the failed 
effort to rezone the land to Single Resi- 
dence A last April. And although it was 
stated at Town Meeting Monday night 
that a rezoning article cannot be 
brought back to town meeting for two 
years, Tom Urbelis, town counsel, said 
Tuesday morning that that is not nec- 
essarily true. 

The zoning bylaw says that no pro- 
posed zoning bylaw voted down at 
town meeting shall be considered 
again by town meeting "for two years 
unless adoption of the proposed bylaw 
is recommended in the final report of 
the Planning Board,” Mr. Urbelis said. 


Since the Planning Board already 
approved the plan proposed Monday 
night, and also the plan brought to 
Town Meeting last April, it could be 
expected to do so again should it be 
brought back to a subsequent town 
meeting, which, “theoretically,” it 
could be, according to Mr. Urbelis.

Says his taxes have 
increased 300 percent 
in the last 20 years 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to comment on the letter 
that Joseph Bevilacqua, president of 
the Merrimack Valley Chamber of 
Commerce, sent to you regarding the 
business and industry tax rate be 
reduced in the town of Andover. 
[“Chamber wants business and indus- 
try tax rate reduced,” page 39, Nov. 9.) 

I disagree with a reduction. At this 
time I feel no increase is warranted 
whatsoever. If an increase is allowed or 
not, the homeowner in Andover will 
have their taxes increased anyway. 

My family and I have lived in 
Andover for 20 years now. At that time 
we thought Andover was a nice quiet 
little town, fine school system, good 
services and plenty of countryside. 

But over the course of these last 20 
years, we have seen development in 
housing at a rapid pace, services cut 
somewhat, with the exception of fire 
and police, and the school system go 
through growing pains with the influx 
of new people. 

All of this plus our taxes go up 300 
percent in the 20 years gone by. Simple 
math: paid $977 in 1975; for 1995, $2,980. 
That is an average of 15 percent per 
year. Now of course, the town did not 
increase at that rate, but it makes you 
wonder if we are managing the tax 
monies wisely. Many of us go to town 
meetings and try to understand what is 
going on, how money is spent, where it 
goes, and we trust the system to work. 

However, for us on Canterbury 
Street, we can no longer afford to live 
in Andover. My wages can no longer 
keep up. Due to down:sizing of compa- 
nies, three layoffs in the last four 
years, my income is the same as it was 
in 1983. But for most of us who have 
lived in Andover for a long time, we try 
to make the best of it in hoping that 
financially, life will get better. We pray 
constantly for that. 


So, if some of us can get by on less, 
then maybe the whole establishment 
should look at taking less for them- 
selves and not ask the taxpayer or busi- 
ness and industry groups to continue 
paying. If we can’t do this, then the 
children of the baby boomers cannot 
live here because they simply won’t be 
able to afford it.

Ham radio operator 
says this is a valuable 
service, experience 


Editor, Townsman: 
Thank you very much for publish- 
ing the article on amateur radio in last 


week’s issue of the Andover 
Townsman. (“Hamming it up?” page 1.] 
Although disappointed that I wasn’t 
involved in the article, I was glad that 
hams in the area received a little pub- 
licity. I would like to make a few of my 
own comments regarding my amateur 
radio experience as well as make one 
clarification. 

I am a senior at Andover High 
School and I have been an amateur 
radio operator for two years, holding 
an Extra class license for one year. 
There has not been one other experi- 
ence in my life that has had more of an 
impact on me than becoming a ham 
operator. 

I was first interested in amateur 
radio when I was very young. My 
grandfather in Florida was ham, sta- 
tion call W2ZBO. I used to sit in his sta- 
tion for hours twisting the knobs and 
marvelling at the technology. Unfortu- 
nately I couldn’t talk. I was forbidden 
access to the microphone or telegraph 
key until I could get my license. 
Although not legally limited by age, the 
fact that I was so young made it very 
difficult for me to learn the electrical 
theory and morse code necessary to 


pass my license exams. However, in 
the summer before my sophomore year 
at Andover High, I was able to get my 
act together and get my first radio 
license — one of the best things I ever 
did. 

Since then I upgraded to the highest 
class license available, got my father 
reinterested in radio, met thousands of 
new people on the air from around the 
world, achieved a Morse Code speed of 
30 words per minute, became a volun- 
teer examiner, and learned volumes of 
interesting and useful information. 
Amateur radio is a blast and it really is 
a subculture. Everyone involved 
knows each other and automatically 
has something very important in com- 
mon. 

I hope to remain an amateur opera- 
tor for my entire life. Next year I will 
be leaving my radio station behind as I 
move off to Brandeis University. How- 
ever, I have big plans of starting a 
radio group and I hope I can generete 
some interest there. 

One clarification I would like to 
make on the article is the subject of 
names vs. callsigns. The impression 
the article gave was that no ham knew 
any other ham’s name. This is simply 
not the case. The call letters assigned to 
a ham when he receives his license are 
a very important form of identification. 
(My callsign is KD1VW.) No two hams 
have the same call letters and you are 
required by law to identify your station 
every 10 minutes; many hams know 
callsigns much better than they know 
names. However, this does not mean 
that first names are not used on thesair. 
The amateur radio community is very 
casual for the most part. Radio opera- 
tors have somewhat of a techno-nerd 
reputation and, although this is not 
entirely false, operator diversity is 
great, individualism is important, and 
the use of real first names adds to the 
friendly ambience. 

I hope that I have been able to clari- 
fy some of the statements in the article 
that appeared misleading. If anyone is 
interested in becoming an operator, I 
would be more than happy to help. Iam 
a certified Volunteer Examiner and I 
hope I can be of help to anyone inter- 
ested. Once you learn about it and get 
involved, ham radio really is a cool 
hobby and a valuable service.

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Tisbert leads AHS to gridiron win over

Junior quarterback/defen- 
sive back/punter/placekicker 
Brian Tisbert has made it 
impossible to report Andover 

igh varsity football games this 
fall without focusing on his per- 
formance. 

He has one-upped himself 
almost every week with a series 
of superb efforts, each better in 
some way than the previous 
one. 

The versatile 5-foot-9, 160- 
pound signal-caller showed once 
again why he was recently 
selected first team Merrimack 
Valley All-Conference, as he 
sparked the Golden Warriors to 
a 36-21 non-league victory over 
North Andover last Friday 

“Aight at Lovely Field. 

The triumph assured 
Andover a winning season, 
boosting the overall record to 6- 
3-0 heading into tomorrow’s 1995 
Thanksgiving morning finale 
against Central Catholic at Vet- 
erans Memorial Stadium in 
Lawrence. The game, probably 
the last Turkey Day clash 
between the two schools, has a 
scheduled 10 a.m. kickoff. 

MVC athletic directors hand- 
ed down an edict last month that 
would create two new Thanks- 
giving Day rivalries, including 
Andover-Tewksbury, beginning 
in 1996. 

That ruling is being opposed 
by a heavy groundswell of pub- 
lic opinion in both Tewksbury 
and Wilmington, whose teams 
have a 60-year Turkey Day rival- 
ry headed for extinction. Thus, 
there is an outside chance 
Andover-Central game is not 
dead after all. 

All Conference 

Junior Brian Tisbert, senior 
Dana McCann and senior Jason 
Dalton-have all been selected 
first-team MVC All-Conference 
in football for the 1995 season. 

Tisbert, one of only five 
‘inderclassmen selected, and 
Dalton were picked on offense 
with Tisbert the quarterback 
and Dalton one of the two tack- 
les, 

McCann was chosen on 
defense at the linebacker posi- 
tion. ‘ 

Six other Golden Warriors 
were named to the MVC second 
team. They are senior center 
Andy Lynch, junior tight end 
Matt Muench, senior defensive 
lineman Brian Cronin, senior 
defensive end Mike Shaugh- 
nessy, senior linebacker John 

Bais and junior defensive back 
Ryan Games. 

Offensive backs John Glaze- 
brook and senior Jeoung An are 
Honorable Mention All-Confer- 


ence. 
Talented Tisbert 

In the romp over Cape Ann 
League power and defending 


astern Mass. Division’ .4-A. ’ 


Super Bowl champ North 
Andover, Tisbert scored a pair 
of touchdowns on 11 and 12 yard 
runs, led all rushers with 186 
yards on only 11 carries (12.3 
average gain), kicked four extra 
points, and completed three 
passes for 59 yards. 

Andover has been blessed 
with many outstanding quarter- 
backs during head coach Dick 
Collins’ 37-year tenure, but few 
have been able to combine run- 
ning and passing as effectively 
and none have been as three- 
dimensional as Triple Threat 
Tisbert in the two aforemen- 
tioned skills and kicking. 

Scott Seero was a strong 
kicker and a better passer, but 
did not run as well. Super Bowl 
quarterbacks Jeff Winters and 
Bill Alexander, along with Perry 
brothers Tim and Matt, were all 
strong runners and passers but 
did not placekick. 

Coach Collins does not like to 
rate one athlete against another, 
but he knows he has something 
special in Tisbert and places 
him among the elite. 

“Brian has a unique instinct 
for picking openings and dart- 
ing into and through them,” said 
Collins. “He’s not as fast as he 
looks, but he has what I like to 
call ‘football speed.’ 

“He reminds me of a kid we 
had 15 or 20 years ago named 
Tyler McEvoy, who wasn't a 
quarterback but ran a lot like 
Brian does. 

“Tyler was slow as molasses. 
Heck, I could run faster than 
Tyler back then, But he hit the 
line as fast as any back I’ve seen 
at this level. For 10 or 15 yards 
in a crowd there was no one bet- 
ter at eluding  tacklers,” 
explained Collins. 

“Some kids, like Tisbert and 
McEvoy, seem to run faster 
when they’re running between 
people. Brian has that knack of 
being able to accelerate in traffic 
and run past defenders. 

“We have a big offensive line, 
and they’ve helped Brian by 
opening some major holes. But a 
lot of what he does is creative 
running on the perimeter. He 
sweeps the end with an option to 
pass or run, and most of the 
time Brian makes the right deci- 
sion. 

“Scott Seero (early 1970's), 
Manny Silva (late 70’s) and Gus 
Duffy (1985-86) were other quar- 
terbacks who kicked, but I can’t 
recall having a more versatile 
all-around player at the position 
than Tisbert.” 

Season stats 

For the nine games to date 
this season, Tisbert has complet- 
ed 59-of-117 passes (50.1 percent) 
for 903 yards and seven touch- 
downs. 

He has been intercepted eight 
times, half of those picks coming 
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ster. 

On the ground he has rushed 
for 553 yards in 72 carries for an 
average gain of 7.7 yards. His 
1,476 all-purpose yards (running 
and passing) are the most by an 
Andover player in years. 

The 136 yards against North 
Andover were a single-game sea- 
son high, marking the first time 
he has surpassed 100 yards. His 
top passing game was 213 yards 
versus Chelmsford, while he 
also threw for more than 100 
yards against Leominster (118), 
Tewksbury (130) and Billerica 
(136). 

Tisbert is the top scorer on 
the team with 60 points on seven 
touchdowns, 15 conversion 
kicks and one field goal. 

The 60 points are the most by 
an AHS player since Steve Shep- 
ard piled up 86 in 1992, and the 
seven TD passes are the most in 
a season since Matt Perry tossed 
10 in 1990. 

In three varsity seasons Tis- 
bert now has 11 TD passes and 
120 points on 11 touchdowns, 40 
PAT kicks, one conversion rush 
and four field goals. 

Tisbert needs 97 yards pass- 
ing tomorrow to reach 1,000 for 
the season, and 47 yards rushing 
to achieve 600 on the ground. 
Never trailed 

The Golden Warriors never 
trailed North Andover, whom 
they have now beaten six 
straight times and 46 of the 60 
overall meetings since the series 
started in 1911. 

There have been many inter- 
ruptions, including no game the 
past two years, but AHS now 
owns a healthy 46-10-4 overall 
edge in the rivalry. 

Senior fullback and Captain 
Mike Shaughnessy’s second 
touchdown of the season, a two- 
yard run in the first quarter, 
gave the Golden Warriors their 
first lead of the night. Tisbert 
toed the conversion for a 7-0 
advantage. 

“We knew we were a lot big- 
ger than North Andover (both in 
numbers and physical size), so 
we thought we could run at 
them,” explained coach Collins. 

“We ran 15 isolation plays, 
which are designed to go right 
up the gut, and that’s an abnor- 
mally high number. 

“My game plan is always 
extremely flexible. If it isn’t 
working it can change awfully 
quick. But we stuck pretty much 


with what we wanted to do in 


this game,” said coach Collins. 

The Scarlet Knights (6-3-0), 
whose only previous losses were 
to Triton Regional of Byfield 
and Newburyport, tied it 7-7 in 
the second quarter when Chris 
Long cradled a seven-yard 
touchdown pass from Alex Tarr 
and Sean Devan kicked the 
equalizing PAT. 

“They had the previous week 
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North Andover 


up and stopped them,” said coach 
Collins. ; 

“That series, and our third touch- 
down, were the turning points. We 
just wore them down after that.” 

Tisbert also notched the pivotal 
third TD and booted the conversion 
that hiked the locals’ advantage to 21- 
7 in the third quarter. 

The final 10 minutes turned into a 
shootout, with Andover hiking its 
lead to 36-7 before the Scarlet 
Knights added two late scores 
against the Golden Warriors’ defen- 
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off to rest up and get ready for us,” 
said coach Collins. “They’re a scrap- 
py team and they stayed right with 
us for most of the first half.” 

Late in the second quarter, how- 
ever, Tisbert ripped off a 50-yard run 
to set up the first of his two touch- 
downs on an 11-yard burst. 

Tisbert added the extra point and 
the Golden Warriors took a 14-7 lead 
into halftime.

Most Andover-Central games 
have been decided by margins of sev- 
en points or less. 


There have been several memo- 
rable Thanksgiving games in recent 
years, most of which unfortunately 
did not go Andover’s way. 

In 1975 Central interrupted what 
could have been a 40-game Andover 
winning streak, but instead became 
a 40-game unbeaten skein (39-0-1), 
with a rain- and mud-soaked 6-6 tie 

_ at Veterans Stadium. 

In 1983 quarterback Ralph 
Dellatto, running back Bob Stabile, 
wide receiver Mark Grams and 
placekicker Charlie Ziegenbein 
(coach Collins’ stepson) keyed a 
thrilling 16-15 Andover victory. 

In 1989, with a Super Bowl berth 
awaiting the winner, Central's 
Glenn Lacroix kicked a controver- 
sial field goal in the final two min- 
utes which enabled undefeated Cen- 
tral (9-0) to pull out a 16-14 victory 
over once-beaten Andover (8-1) at 
Veterans Stadium. 

In 1991 a virtuoso one-man perfor- 
mance in the mud by Jason McCue 
wasn’t quite enough as Andover 
~dropped a 17-16 decision again at 
Veterans Stadium. 

In 1992 freshman quarterback 
Justin Connors engineered an 
impressive fourth-quarter comeback 
that nearly erased a four-touchdown 
deficit as Andover lost, 35-28. 

This year Central is young (only 
four senior starters), smaller than 
usual and enters with a 3-6-0 overall 
record. The record is deceptive, how- 
ever, as the Red Raiders have been 
competitive in all but a 32-3 loss to 
Lowell. 

They had close defeats to the No. 
1 team in the state, Tewksbury (19- 

44), two-time defending Eastern 
Mass. Division 1-A Super Bowl 
champ New Bedford (384-26), 
Methuen (16-14) and Billerica (14-0). 

“Tt’s the oldest cliche in the book 
but it’s true,” said coach Collins. 
“Because it’s Thanksgiving, and the 
tradition that’s involved, you can 
throw away the season records. 
They don’t mean a thing in this 


e, 

“Central is tough. They have an 
excellent running back in Bryan 
Groulx (600 yards), a good receiver 
in Steve Sierpina, and a couple of 
kids named Finneran.” 

The last two brothers in the tal- 
ented Finneran clan of South Main 
Street in Andover, Ned and Neil, are 
rugged Central Catholic linemen in 
the tradition established by brothers 
Brendan and Dan. 


Senior Ned is a first-team All- 
Conference defensive lineman and 
junior Neil a second-team All-Con- 


ference defensive lineman this sea- 
son. 

“Their mother Maureen was sec- 
retary of the Andover Junior Foot- 
ball League for several years,” said 
coach Collins. 

“They’re a terrific family, the 
boys have all been outstanding foot- 
ball players, and I hope this is the 
end of the line because they've given 
us a lot of trouble over the years.” 


Billerica wrapup 

Some final observations and 
statistics from the 21-15 loss to Biller- 
ica two weeks ago. 

“We had our chances and we 
didn’t quite make it,” said coach 
Collins. “The trouble with these 
close games (Andover beat Chelms- 
ford 25-24 the previous week) is that 


it’s just as easy to lose them as it is to - 


win them. 


“We moved the ball well through- 
out the game (286 total yards from 
scrimmage).

Billerica has now defeated the 
Golden Warriors three straight 
times, after Andover had a string of 
seven consecutive wins over the 
Indians. 

Andover resident and Billerica 
quarterback Justin Connors only 
threw the ball eight times against 
the Golden Warriors, but burned 
them with some early strikes and 
finished with four completions cov- 
ering 128 yards. 

“He came out and hit us with two 
bombs right off the bat, one for a 
touchdown and the other to set up a 
touchdown. 

“Those were devastating,” said 
coach Collins.

Youngsters who play basketball have as much reason to

Schools welcome SPED talk 


By Neil Fater 

Some parents, teachers and recent 
Andover High School graduates this week 
will be receiving a survey regarding 
Andover’s special needs program that offi- 
cials hope will help improve the overall effec- 
tiveness of the program. 


Last spring, the School Committee hired a 
consultant group to determine the effective- 
ness of the special needs program and “to 
evaluate the cost and efficiency of the deliv- 
ery of these services.” The surveys being 
sent out this week are part of the effort by 
the consultants to receive input from the 
community. The consultants began working 
in May and will present a report to the 
School Committee Feb. 6. 


Special needs costs are rising. There has 
been $425,000 in unanticipated special needs 
costs this year, resulting in a $200,000 to 
$250,000 deficit for the school system, accord- 
ing to Dick Neal, superintendent. The rise in 
cost is due to new students coming into the 
system and the need to place some students 
in out-of-district programs, Mr. Neal has 


said. 

“If you are among those selected at ran- 
dom to receive a survey, your participation 
will help assure that the study’s recommen- 
dations are based on the full picture of the 
experiences of representative parents staff 
and students. Information from others who 
complete surveys will be tabulated and 
reported with other data. Responses are 
strictly confidential. No individual respon- 
dent will be identified,” said a release from 
the superintendent’s office. 


Parents and school staff members who 
have not already talked with the consultants 
and want to be included in the study can pick 
up a survey at any of the schools or in the 
superintendent’s office after Thanksgiving. 
Parents of children receiving special educa- 
tion services can also request a survey from 
Pat Griffin, of the special education Parent 
Advisory Committee.
